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Approximately 70 Didsbury-area families were expect¬ 
ed to receive Christmas hampers yesterday, thanks to the 
hard work of local volunteers and the generosity of the 
community. 

With the hamper project beginning December 1, Linda 
Sirr, one of the founders of the 25-year Christmas Hamper 
project, was anticipating to be quite busy right up until 
the day of delivery. 

“I start Friday and 1 won’t see daylight until Monday...it 
takes a while,” she said with a smile last week. 

Sirr and a few other ladies began the project 25 years 
ago after Sirr became aware of families in need. 

“I’ve always done food hampers.. .we had a bus ministry 
where we picked up kids for Sunday school and so I 
always knew the families that were in need...one year, 
two ladies from town thought that it should be communi¬ 
ty wide...and it just spiralled to be the whole town," she 
explained about the community run program. 

Sirr said this year she put a little extra boost into the 
project by informing people of the project earlier.“I put 
some energy into it this year. I showcased it (at Showcase 
Didsbury) and got some names for volunteers." 

Sirr said the project always starts at the beginning of 


December and deliveries are made on December 22. 

“It just gives us a day if there have been any mistakes or 
extras - to fix it or make extras." 

She added that it was hard to say whether or not last- 
minute names would come in but if it did happen they 
would make sure they had enough. 

“If you’re a regimental person...you can’t do it. You got 
to be able to fly by the seat of your pants and you have to 
realize that it always comes - there’s always enough.. and 
if there isn’t.. .well it’s never been that way.. there’s never 
not been enough." 

The community comes forward with names of people 
that could benefit from a Christmas hamper - a require¬ 
ment is that they have a Didsbury phone number to qual¬ 
ify 

The hampers will consist of not only wrapped presents 
for the families but also non-perishable food and staple 
items. 

“We try to help them...so that if they’ve over spent for 
Christmas they have something to fall back on in 
January...so it’s not just a Christmas dinner,” said Sirr. 

There was a great turnout of donations of gifts by local 
residents, she added. 

“The people that have bought gifts this year and taken 
angels from the tree and bought their gifts...they’ve done 
a good job and buying for the complete Christmas for the 


person rather than just one thing is a very nice gift.” 

Volunteers are caught up in a whirlwind of sorting, 
wrapping and delivering. 

“The day before, I go through with a few people and we 
look at the ages and the families and try and pick gifts for 
that family. On Sunday night they are wrapped...and if it’s 
not equal or for the wrong age they go through the gifts 
again." 

The amount of work involved in the program has never 
deterred Sirr. 

“I’ve believed in this project or I wouldn’t be doing it for 
25 years.” 

She acknowledged that projects like these don’t always 
go off without a hitch and that sometimes mistakes can be 
made - a hamper might get missed or they might not have 
enough hampers prepared for an extra last-minute per¬ 
son. But in the end she said it all works out. 

“You have to just watch it. It really is a God story." 

Sirr believes that projects like these are important for a 
community. 

“I feel that all of us need to care about our neighbours,” 
she said, adding that a few days out of the year is not a 
large sacrifice to make to help out those in need. 

“There’s going to be glitches.. there’s always going to be 
glitches and I might have to work hard for all of those 
three days...but it's only three days."

Being a single mom for many years. McNeil decided 
to go long haul truck driving after her children left 
home. “I was gone for quite a few Christmases...when 
1 was home my children were elsewhere for 
Christmas," she explains. 

Though McNeil had heard about the dinner in the 
past she was under the impression it was for the needy 
and never attended. Which is why she enforces that 
the dinner is for anybody and everybody. 

Last year the ladies fed 55 people and sent dinners to 
anyone who was shut-in as well Anything that was left 
over was donated to the night staff at the hospital.

During this time dinners will also be delivered to 
shut-ins. “I have already gotten a list of names from a 
care home and anybody that may know anybody who is 
shut-in can pass along their name to me."

Everyone will be given a ticket as they enter the hall. 
There will be a display of gifts set up and as your num¬ 
ber is called, you will be able to go up and choose a 
gift. There won’t be a charge for this either. 

It’s clear that the spirit of giving is in the air in 
Didsbury and these ladies and the numerous volun¬ 
teers who will be helping on Christmas Day prove that. 
“I'm more excited about Christmas doing this dinner 
than I have been in years...there’s no need for people 
to be alone...especially on Christmas.”

Animal cruelty case ends with jail

Haskett declined to comment as he left court following his 
sentencing. 

(Xitside court, defence lawyer Alan Pearce said he believes 
the sentence is fair. 

“This was more or less a misguided attempt at euthanasia," 
said Pearce. “The dog was accidentally run over initially. The 
sentence is not what 1 asked for, I asked for a conditional 
sentence, but having said that, it is significantly less than 
what the Crown was seeking 

“1 think he (Haskett) Ls happy it’s over. I think he's happy 
to have this behind him. Everylxxty Ls glad it's over.” 

Crown prosecutor Haight said while he would have liked 
to have seen Haskett jailed for five months, “at very least a 
jail sentence was imposed and I’m satisfied with that."

A number of animal activists wen- in attendance during 
the Dec. 17 sentencing, several carrying banners and plac- 
ards ( idling for harsher penalties for persons convicted of 
animal cruelty. 

Tam;ira Chaney said the support slit' received for a jK-ti- 
tion she startl'd following the dog’s death - the petition that 
eventually garnered 110,000 signatures ;uid was tabled in the 
House of Commons - Ls an indication of the public's desire 
for tougher animal cruelty laws. 

“The support has l>eon unlx'lievable, .ill across Canada We 
wmit stiller laws to protect animals.

Animal rights activist Tamara Chaney says she is very dis¬ 
appoints! with a 30-day jail sentence handed down last week 
to a man who took part in a what’s lieen deseril>ed as a shock¬ 
ing case of animal cruelty in Didsbury two years ago. 

Daniel Charles Haskett, 21, was sentenced by Judge lan 
Kirkpatrick in Didsbury provincial court on Dec. 17. Besides 
the jad sentence, Haskett was also ordered to complete 40 
hours of community service and to adhere to a nighttime cur¬ 
few. 

“1 think it Ls a very pathetic sentence,” said Chaney, a 
Didsbury resident. "Thirty days on the weekends? What Ls 
that? It’s pathetic. 1 would have loved to sis- the maximum 
sentence.

The animal's injuries included a fractured skull, |x*l\is, lum¬ 
bar spine, severe abrasions, mid profuse blooding 

Tlie animal was put down after lieing found abandoned on 
a Didsbury stm-t by bystanders.

In sentencing Haskett last week. Judge Kirkpatrick said lie 
took into account tin* fact that the animal was fust acciden¬ 
tally injured IxToro Ix'ing harmed full her by the accused. 

“While the dog probably suffered unduly, it wasn’t inten¬ 
tionally hurt in the first place,” said Kirkpatrick. “Thisdid not 
occur out of any malice or hatred of pets.”

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Red Deer's premier retirement 
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Following an announcement earlier this month of filing a 
second default status report, JEL) Oil announced, on 
December 10, on their website that they have sold their oil 
and gas assets. 

The Didsbury based company had announced in August 
that it had applied for creditor protection under the federal 
Companies’ Creditors Arrangement Act (CCAA). The filing 
came after the company, which engages in the exploration, 
development and production of natural gas and crude oil in 
Canada and the l Inited States, was unable to repay the $40 
million in notes that became due in February of this year 
and was in danger of being placed in receivership. 

The protection, which was granted a 00-day extension in 
September until December 15, was to allow the company, 
which had declared a net loss of $5.2 million US in the first 
half of 2008, an opportunity to find its financial footing. 

According to their press release, the buyer of the Alberta 
assets is a private Alberta oil and gas company. The 
American assets will be purchased by a IJS limited partner¬ 
ship operated by a wholly owned subsidiary of the Alberta 
company. 

The consideration for the assets is over $4 million. The 
proceeds w ill he used as part of JED’s reorganization under 
tiie creditor protection terms of the CCAA. Closing of the 
sale is subject to court approval and Ls required to occur 
before the end of the year.

The times they 
are a changing

With what’s been happening lately in the world and in 
our country I’m reminded of the old Chinese curse - 
"May you live in interesting times.” It looks as though 
education in this province is headed for some interesting 
times too. 

The Minister of Education, Dave Hancock, has 
announced a new initiative entitled “Inspiring Education 
in Alberta”. It will start in 2009 and is described as taking 
the form of a dialogue with Albertans. A steering commit¬ 
tee has been announced (one of the members is our own 
superintendent, Jim Gibbons). The minister has already 
indicated some areas that need examining: special educa¬ 
tion, native and Metis education, technology as a learning 
tool, and the role of school boards. 

“The discussions will focus on five key values - oppor¬ 
tunity, fairness, citizenship, choice and diversity...” says 
the media release, and “It will result in a new vision for 
education...”. To indicate his seriousness the Minister 
has promised to “open” the School Act in 2010 (something 
that would have to be done to change, for example, the 
role and function of school boards). Anyway, it does pre¬ 
dict some significant changes. 

One area that really fascinates me is how the world of 
computers and internet technology is ( hanging the way 
students learn. We’ve already seen some impressive inno¬ 
vations in our own division. For example, the Bell 
eLearning Centre in Olds can hold video conferences with 
outlying schools like Delbume so that students there can 
participate in a lesson, both seeing what’s going on, and 
being seen, and able to share in questions and answers. It 
means that students in our small high schools will be able 
to extend the range of courses they can take. 

Communications technology has advanced so quickly 
and become so reasonably affordable that small portable 
and powerful devices like Blackberries and iPhones are 
now commonplace. The old model of computers in 
school was of big machines grouped together and wired 
in place in a “lab” where classes went perhaps a few times 
a week when it was their turn. Now we are moving to 
wireless connections where laptops or smaller devices 
can move with students as they go to different classes. 
Arrangements are also in the works for students to use 
their own machines at school in concert with the divi¬ 
sion’s system. 

It used to be that school was the place that housed the 
experts and the knowledge needed by students who want- 
ed an education. You had to attend at certain times to 
receive that education. That concept is being increasing¬ 
ly undermined by the ease with which courses and sub¬ 
ject matter can be accessed online at any time of the day 
or night by a generation of techno savvy students (now 
referred to as “digital natives"). 

With these changes some pundits have forecast the 
demise of school as we've known it, especially for older 
students but I think students will still continue to congre¬ 
gate together in a building on a daily basis to do the bulk 
of their formal learning. 

The reasons are fairly obvious. First, some subjects 
and activities like drama, band, and most sports require 
group participation. Second is the need to access special 
facilities like gyms, science labs, industrial ed labs, home 
ec. labs and more recently, video conferencing rooms. 
Third is the natural inclination of most students to social¬ 
ize. 

For younger students especially there is also what’s 
called the “custodial" function of school. A place where 
children can go to learn but also to be safe while most 
parents are out earning a living. 

I predict that in 30 years’ time things will outwardly 
look much the same as they do now, with students daily 
congregating at a place they call school. What will change 
most is the way they team, especially with the help of 
technology, and that is another story.

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Commentary 

A symbol of hope in tumultuous times 


About this time every year several 
of the local churches fill their fellow¬ 
ship halls with well over a hundred 
nativity scenes, and few duplications. 
Some creches have a lot of personal 
history attached to them, are fragile 
and obviously well used. Others art* 
new. All are unique yet there is a 
common element to all, they cele¬ 
brate the birth of Jesus. 

When 1 go to see them, I am always 
amazed at the diversity of these 
creches, the care that is given to 
them, and the history behind the 
acquisition of some. Words like, ’This 
was my gnuidmother’s or my great¬ 
grandmother’s,’ speak of a long and 
valued tradition of celebrating 
Advent and the coming of the 
Messiah. Many individuals have been 
collecting their creches for a long 
time. But more than being unique col¬ 
lections these beautiful displays 
reveal a long chain of Christian belief 
that of course dates to the early 
church. From painted manger scenes 
in the catacombs of Rome to gold 
and jewelled manger scenes of a later 
church, to the first living creche of St. 
Francis of Assisi held in a small cave 
in Italy in 1223, believers have 
remembered, waited and have come 
together as few or many to worship 
the Advent of our Ixird. 

It is interesting that the creche 
should evolve from a Catholic tradi¬ 
tion to become one embraced by an 
ecumenical community and that is 
probably as it should be. As a symbol 
of Christianity, it is too valuable to In* 
reserved exclusively for one 
Christian tradition. 

But for me, rather than just being a 
symbol of Christ, the babe in a 
Manger, and that would be good 
enough, the creche also becomes a 
reminder of hope. 


This year it seems that we are 
faced with some very difficult situa¬ 
tions to deal with. The world econo¬ 
my teeters on the brink of disaster, 
the Canadian Parliament dabbles in 
chaos, hundreds of people face 
uncertainty in the new year because 
they have lost all or much of the nest 
egg they were hoping to have for 
retirement or have lost or will lose 
their jobs. Instability and uncertainty 
seems to be the present norm. 

Yet with all of this present darkness 
looming in the background of peo¬ 
ple's lives, the creche, for me 
becomes a symbol of hope. It 
reminds me that we have just cele¬ 
brated the majesty of Christ the King 
Sunday to end the liturgical year and 
now begin a new liturgical cycle 
again with the first Sunday of Advent, 
during which time we remember the 
humble babe Jesus born in an 
obscure place to common yet not so 
common parents. It reminds me of 
the words of the Apostle Paul in 1st 
Corinthians 3:11, “For no one can lay 
any foundation other that the one 
already laid, which is Jesus Christ." 

So each year people bring out their 
creches mid put them up, not as idols 
to be worshiped but iis reminders of 
hope and Paul’s words of Romans 
chapter 8. 

Hope is not something you can 
think your way through. It is not 
something built on logic. Hope is not 
a feeling; feelings are deceiving - 
hope is not. False hope is deceiving 
and hopelessness is debilitating. 
Hopelessness, and its sister discour¬ 
agement constitute one of tin* great¬ 
est threats to people throughout the 
world. These will be two of the most 
difficult elements of people's lives to 
deal with as we enter into the new 
year. 


Hope is not someplace we can plot 
on a map or use GPS to find. Hope 
becomes a choice. Having hope does 
not mean that something will turn 
out well, it may not, for hope does 
not guarantee outcomes. Hope is a 
certainty that something though 
unseen, makes sense. 

The creche reminds me that I have 
made a choice. It becomes another 
reminder that 1 have made a choice 
to believe in God as opposed to not 
believing mid that 1 have chosen to 
place my trust in Jesus, though argu¬ 
ments against believing can be equal¬ 
ly as persuasive. Choosing to choose 
hope involves intent with reasoning 
and commitment to be in for the ‘long 
haul’ in someone whose birthday we 
celebrate on December 25. 

In the context of our present world 
setting or community setting there is 
no place I would rather be situated 
than in a church surrounded by peo¬ 
ple who also share a common hope 
in what they also can not see. We 
may ex|»erience adversity, pain mid 
economic adversity yet we remain 
committed to each other to walk 
together into the future no matter 
what it offers. The church despite its 
many faults still affords a place of 
stability in mi unstable world. 

May your life and/or church be 
filled with people of hope and people 
seeking hope. May hope become 
infectious mid contagious for you 
mid within your congregation mid to 
those outside of it with whom you 
come in contact. 

Blessings in this Advent season to 
those you love and those who love 
you from Bergthal Mennonite 
Church.

Bylaw Corner - Snow Removal

24 hours of the last snowfall. 

2. Piling snow on the sidewalk or street.
